REMARKS 

In the Notice of Allowability dated May 16, 2007, the Examiner requested a substitute 
declaration. The applicants filed a 312 Amendment on May 31, 2007 explaining that a substitute 
declaration was unnecessary and a waiver by the Examiner would be sufficient. In the Office 
Communication of July 17, 2007, the Examiner rejected the applicants' 312 Amendment as 
being non-persuasive. The applicants respectfully disagree. However, to expedite the allowance 
of the application and since we were able to actually obtain the signatures of the inventors, we 
have chosen to submit the substitute declaration as requested to obviate the need for an appeal 
procedure.
